ing discovery. It was nothing more 
nor less than the fact that there is no 
federal law covering the offensa of -at- 
tempt to commit murder or man- 
slaughter "with a dangerous weapon,'' 
when such offense is committed on 
land, although it is provided for upon 
the waters within the jurisdiction of 
the United States Courts. The law 
also amply provides for s&ob attempts 
on land, when made by other means 
than "dangerous weapons." The blan- 
der was probably comrailted by a com- 
mittee clerk, when the last amendment 
was made to the original law, and was 
not disoovered till the bill became a 
statutory act. Bat, blunder or no 
blunder, the omission or exception is 
there just the same, and it seems to be 
fatal to the ends of justice in all oases 
where attempts to commit murder by 
dangerous weapons are made on land 
occupied for any purpose by the United 
States government. Indeed, it seems 
that a person wishing to murdor an- 
other, by getting his victim on govern- 
ment ground could stab or shoot him 
to death and snap his Bngers at the 
federal and State courts. 


There was a case of the same nature 


in Oregon, whioh was tried before 
Judge Deady. Although it was a most 
atrocious attempt to murder with a 
pistol, and the facts clearly proven, 
the counsel for the defense raised the 
point w3 have mentioned, and, very- 
much against his inclination, the judge 
felt himself obliged to dismiss the case, 
which he did, and the guilty defendant 
was set free and never suffered the 
slightest penalty for his crime. 


Although Judge Deady's decision 


was rendered in 1880, and in it especial 
attention called to the faulty law, and 
the hope expressed that Congress would 
rectify the error at the earliest possible 
date, it has not been done, and the re- 
sult of such patchwork legislation will 
probably be manifested by the reserva- 
tion trouble never being made a matter 
of judicial investigation. 
•• Mr. Summerfield, very naturally un- 
der the circumstances, feels disinclined, 
npon his own responsibility, to com- 
mence proceedings whioh wonld in- 
volve considerable expense to the gov- 
ernment, and from which no result 
wonld be likely to follow. He will 
therefore communicate with the De- 
partment of Justice at Washington, 
and act in accordance with instructions 
from that source. 


This piece of bungling legislation by 


Congress reminds us of a criminal 
statute that was enacted by one of the 
early legislatures in this State. Under 
its provisions, a man was convicted of 
setting fire to a cock of hay on a hay 
field. The property destroyed 
was 


probably worth about twenty-five cents, 
but it was a felony ani the fellow was 
sentenced to two years in the Stote 
Prisos. Shortly afterward about ten

She was 
found in front of the school bnilding.
